Wednesday, April 0,1893, the follow 


ing appeared in the JOCBXAL: 


" Utah desires to be admitted as a 
state. It has the necessary qualiflca 
tions for statehood, though there i 
no llxed rule on the subject, politics 
as a general thing, having more to dc 
with the adrainbion of a state than pop 
ulation or taxable property. 


f Utah him an area of 81,070 sq 
miles, and it had a population in 189C 
of 207,905, ari increase of 63,942 in ten 
years. Nevada has an area of 110,7(X 
square miles arid it had a population o 
i5,701 in 1800, a decrease ol 16,405 m 
ten yearrf. 
"Eastern senators and repreaenta 
tives are averse to admitting bilver pro 
ducing states at present, as it increase 
the strength of the bilver men in bot. 
booses of congress They are, there 
fore, desirous ot annexing Utah to Ne 
vada, there being no reasonable excus 
I or denying the territory statehood, a 
polygamy is no longer countenancec 
by the Mormon church There is als 
a desire to increa.se the population ant 
taxable property of Nevada, and th 
mobt feasible and speedy method o 
accomplishing this result is by consoli 
dating Utah and Nevada. 
"As the people will be consulted a 
to their wishes on the proposed union 
of state and territory, the 
subjec 
should be generally discussed. Senato 
Stewart, in a letter to the Virgin! 
<Jhr<)nulf, which was published in the 
Jor RVAL labt .Sunday, expresses th 
opinion thfit if the people of Novad 
thought bo, it would be to their inutua 
advantage to consolidate. He say 
Benator Jones is also of that opinion 
but neither have taken action m th 
matter, and Benator Stewart says h 
will not do so until he is advised as fr 
what hid const it ueiits want. 


"As the question ib of great import 


anco to Nevada, it should be generally 
discussed through the press or at pub 
l!c meetings, or both. The JOURNAL 
willfe-ve space in its columns to arti 
cles of reasonable length on the sub 
ject, w hether for or against annexation 
Much eau be suid on both sides 
The 


consolidation would give the state 
wealth and population, but it woulc 
alao result m tho removal ol the capi 
tai to Salt Lake uty or Ogderi, and in 
leaving the western part of the state 
from fcOO to 800 miles trom the seat o 
government. The people of western 
Nevadn might prefer annexation to 
California, with the eastern counties o 
which they have much in common, to 
becoming tho tail end of a state with 
its head at the Oity of the Saints." 


In the face ol the above, which is a 


matter of record, not of opinion, th 
G(i:elU' I'ldilisktug C'oinpani/ says of an 
uexation 


"It is being worked up by long

Tho bubject was dis- 
cussed by nearly every paper in the 
state three mouths ago, yet with brazen 
effrontery and unparalleled presump- 
tion upon the ignorance of the public, 
it asserts that it is the only paper in 
the state that has called attention to 
the annexation ochorne. Perhaps, in 
extenuation of its ignorance, it may 
plead the " baby act," as the Gazette 
I'tthhilitny Company was not in exist- 
ence last bpring, but corporations, 
whether new or old, are not licensed to 
deliberately misrepresent others and 
plead ignorance as an excuse.

IJOMI; IN Tut. ooj-,r> CAMP. 


Tho gold bugs in congress have re- 


peatedly charged for luck of better 
argument 1hnt many senators and rep- 
resentatives who contend for tree coin- 
age are directly interested in silvei 
mines 
Tins charge has been denied 


by nearly every prominent advocate of 
reruoiietizatiou, but the gold men con- 
tinue to icassert it. Senator Stewart 
repelled tho charge on more than one 
occasion, and uo\\, exasperated by its 
reiteration, he throws a bomb into the 
gold camp in the shape of a resolution 
to ascertain the number of senators 
who are stockholders in banking insti- 
tutijus. Tins has created consterna- 
tion in the goldite ranks and fearing 
its eit'ect they have postponed action 
upon it several times. 


The most pronounced f>nti-silver 


men in both houses are known to be 
directors or stockholders in banks. 
Harter of Ohio, who aspires to the lead- 
ership of the gold men, is engaged in 
the banking business ana is probably 
the agent of London or Hamburg capi- 
talists who desire the United States to 
issue bonds. Senator Sherman is also 
suid to have a few millions invested in 
bank stock and it. anxious to have the 
government, with stacks of bullion 
stor«-d m the treasury, increase the 
public debt and its gold reserve at the 
same time by issuing bonds. 


The presumption is that delaying 


action on the Stewart resolution is for 
the purpose of giving Sherman and 
others opportunity to transfer .then- 
stock so that when questioned regard- 
ing their interest in bonks they can 
deny having any and make it appear 
on the face of the record that their 
efforts to increase the public debt 
without adding a dollar to the money 
in circulation are purely patriotic. 


T1IK STATE UNIVERSITY. 


The Carson Appeal editorially prefers 


charges against tho state university, 
which, whether true or false, will have 
a tendency to injure that institution. 
As these charges reflect on the board 
of regents, as well as the faculty, in 
justice to all concerned they should be 
investigated. 
The board of regents

SENATOR DANIEL'S HEWS. 


Rio Janeiro Bombarded—One Woman 


Killed. 


VOOKHEJSS' OPINION. 


He Thinks u Vote Will be Readied in 


Two Weeks. 


W WHIXGTOJT, September 14.—Senator 


Voorhees says he is still determined to 
press the repeal to as early a considera- 
tion as possible 
"It would, however, 


be necessary," he said, "to observe 
courtesies required by the traditions 
and rules of the senate, and I really 
believe by showing due regard to these 
points we shall be able to make greater 
progress than if we violated them. The 
senators who oppose the bill must soon 
come to see that we have been acting 
with exceptionaly liberality, and I am 
sure that sort of conduct will have its 
effect upon them. There is undoubedly 
scope yet left for considerable legiti- 
mate debate, and there are no meajis, 
were there a disposition, of pressing the 
question to a vote before every senate 
has had an opportunity to say what h 
may wish to say. We have not really 
consumed as much time in the discus 
sion of this question as the country 
seems to think, and I have every reason 
to believe we shall be able to reach a 
vote in a comparative short time." 


Pressed to say how long the tim< 


would be, he named two weeks as the 
limit of debate. After that, if speech 
making continued it would indicate 
purpose to flllibuster, and he did no 
believe that the tactics for simple de 
lay could be long pursued; nor did he 
think there would be any disposition 
among the opponents to repeal, except 
possibly, from senators of the silver 
producing states to unnecessarily con 
same the time of the senate, and thos 
senators could not expect to continu 
the contest long without the assistance 
of senators from other sections of the 
country. 


In replying to the question as to 


how he expected to bring the matter 
to a close, Voorhees said that with 
legitimate speech-making and of th 
way the question would soon revolve 
itself into one of physical endurance 
and expected soon to ask tho senate to 
hold longer daily sessions, and, indeed, 
to continue them into the night. He 
thought this course would be justified 
after this week, and he would move in 
this direction and with .this specific 
end in view within the next three or 
four days. 


Asked what he thought would be the 


disposition of the senate to compro- 
mise on the line of the Faulknei 
amendment, Voorhees replied that he 
did not believe there would be any 
amendment to the bill, and he is of the 
opinion that the silver men would show 
greater strength in the vote in opposi- 
tion to the straight repeal bill than 
upon any other proposition which 
would be brought before the senate in 
connection with present legislation. 


REPEAT, MEX COALESCING. 


Administration Democrats Unite Wltli 


Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, September 14.—In the 


house of representatives, Boroughs, one 
of the Republican leaders, commencec 
flllibuster ing to prevent the report o1 
the bill to repeal the Federal Elections 
Law. 
On a call of the yeas and nays 


the Republicans refused to vote, as die 
also a number of administration Demo 
crats, and the result was yeas, 4; nays 
100; no quorum. The administration 
Democrats are actively assisting the 
Republicans in an effort to stave off 
discussion on the Federal Elections 
bill and the silver Democrats are indig- 
nant. 


Senator Daniel's Views. 


WASHINGTON, September 14.—In the 


senate in opposition to the repeal bill 
Senator Daniel of Virginia said he 
would attempt to demonstrate, as he 
was confident he could, that the -world- 
wide monetary convulsioi is due to 
three principal causes. First, the enor- 
mous increase of debt; second, the con- 
tinuous and unprecedented fall in 
prices for over a quarter of a century 
;hird, the contemporaneous destruc 
tion of bimetallic base of credit at the 
dictation of European money kings. 


He said more momy was needed and 


;he repeal of the Sherman act would 
lave a contrary effect It would con- 
tract the currency by forty millions 


r annum. He favored a sound cur- 


rency, every dollar of which would be 
maintained at par with every other 
dollar, and that it should consist of 
fold, silver and paper money payable 
in them.

Devoured bj a Hungry Bear. 


HELENA, Mont., September 14.—News 


comes from Midvale, a little town in 
the western part of the state, of the 
terrible fate of the little girl of J. W. 
Schultz. The infant was playing in 
the front yard when the mother looked 
out the front door and saw a bear 
approaching. She screamed and tried 
to frighten the bear away, but her 
efforts were of no avail. The bear 
caught the child with one paw and ran 
off into the woods. Calling the father 
and telling him what had happened, 
he immediately started after the bear 
and traced it through the woods quite 
a distance, but all he found was one 
limb of the child and parts of her 
clothing. This is the first instance ha 
that section of a bear becoming so 
bold as to approach a house and carry 
oft a child. It is thought the bear was 
driven to his boldness by hunger. 


PHGKI3IS TO MECCA. 


Thousands of Them Died of Starva- 


tion. 


TUNIS, September 14.—-Of the 9,000 


pilgrims that left here and other ports 
in May last for Tttecca only one-half 
have returned, the others having fallen 
victims to cholera Fully 12,000 friends 
and relatives met the returning pil- 
grims on their release from quarantine, 
and there were many heartrending 
demonstrations of grief by relatives ol 
those who had snccomedto the disease. 


The survivors tell terrible tales of 


suffering. 
On June 24th 100,000 pil- 


grims were gathered on the sacred 
mount to hear the solemn address. 
Prior to their proceeding to Mecca 
many of the multitude were starving. 
The mount resembled a battlefield, 
being strewn with corpses of victims of 
the pestilence, amo ig whom were lying 
hundreds of poor wretches who were 
dying of the dread disease. 


Miiibel's Successor. 


PAEIS, September 14.—General JJem- 


onton de Boisdeffre has returned to 
Paris fram the grand military maneu- 
vers. His appointment as chief of the 
general staff of the army, on which he 
ranked next to the late General Miri- 
bel, will probably be announced within 
two days. He is one of the tacticians 
whom France has been nursing to lead 
her regenerated army. Unli ke Miribel, 
he has never1 especially distinguished 
himself on the field of battle, and he 
has seen much less service than his 
late chief.

The Navahoe, the American yacht, 


which contested with the Britannia for 
the Breton Reef cup at the Isle of 
Wight, has been awarded the prize. 


Senator Vest emphatically denies the 


report circulated in New York that he 
would vote for unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman act. He denounces the 
report as a goldbug lie. 


The Democrats opened the campaign 


at Newark, Ohio, yesterday. 
L. T. 


Neal, the Democratic candidate for 
governor, addressed a large and enthu- 
siastic audience. He declared that the 
Sherman and McKinley acts were the 
cause of the financial trouble. 


Senator Faukner yesterday offered 


his amendment to the repeal bill. It 
provides for the coinage of silver bull- 
ion now in the treasury and the 
monthly purchase thereafter of suffi- 
cient silver to coin $3,000,000, which 
dollars with those now coined shall be 
a legal tender. 


Governor Hogg of Texas has been re- 


quested to call a council of the gov- 
ernors of the silver states. The object 
is to suggest that such states pass a 
law that a silver dollar weighing one 
ounce be legal tender for the payment 
of debts, the mines to have the money 
coined in Mexico, Some lawyers say 
the plan is constitutional. 


A horrible discovery has been acci- 


dentally made in A ustria. Two women 
living in separate vallages in Bohemia 
have been arrested. They were en- 
gaged systematically in the business of 
murdering children whose parents de- 
sired to have them out of the way for 
any reason. They contracted to dispose 
of bodies effectually and guaranteed 
secresy. They did a thriving business 
at five florins per child.

Every 
man who escaped alive did so by a flim- 
sy rope. With a proper gun or cannon 
a rope or numbers of them could have 
been shot up over the tower and made 
fast by the imprisoned men. 
The ropes 


can be rendered noncombnstible. No 
new or expensive machinery •would be 
required. At the life saving station at 
Jackson park could have been found 
huge guns -with endless coils of lifeline 
attached. The guns fire a heavy spear, 
which carries the lifeline out to wrecks, 
helpless boats and drowningmen. Twen- 
ty such lifelines could have been fired up 
and over the burning tower. Every shot 
of the gua -would have saved the life of 
a brave fireman. 
With tho high buildings hi the busi- 


ness center such apparatus would be 
most valuable and could be carried on 
every hose cart. Individuals imprisoned 
in the tenth story, cut off from all es- 
cape, could be saved. A lance could be 
shot into the window and the rope made 
fast. Nothing would be easier. If the 
gun, 
the lance and the rope are good to 


save lives at sea, why not use fireproof 
ropes to save men from death by fire?—

By virtue of the power and authority con- 


ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the board of 
county 
commissioners of 
Washoe county, do order as fellows: 


SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
is here by amended so as to read as fellows: 


SEC. 
9.—Every person, firm or association 
engaged in the business of selling goods, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
cry, shall pay quarterly for a license to 
carry on or conduct sucli business, five 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license is issued] two 
hundred and Ufty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every any, that he or they shall be 
engaged in such business, twenty-five dollars; 
provuled, however that any person may sell 
at auction or public out cry [where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in job lots and ill 
limited quantities, outside und away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars. 


SEC. 
2.—Section twentyflve of said ordi- 


nance is hereby amended so as to read as 
fellows: 
SEC. 25 —Every persons, firm, association or 
corporation having a fixed place of business 
and not herein specifically mentioned or enu- 
merated, dealing ia good«, wares or mer- 
chandise, or pursuing any calling, trade or 
profession, shall pay a quarterly license of 
three dollars.

Signals— Bell call denotes to saddle. Huglo 


culls tho horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely fivo mimitef* 


after tho saddle call. 


Owners, trainers jockeys or othci s having 
care of the animal, t hut do not-solid tho horse 
out promptly lit post signal vi ill be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Kntries for the running purses must bo 
made two diijs pi'eceilinirr tho race, before 8 
o'clock J', II. 


Those u ho Jiu\ o nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in •« riling M hich they 
will start the day before the race at 0 r. M. 


Horses entered in piirscscnnonb be drawn 


by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, tho 
name, ago und sex oi the hoi so, and the 
weight and colors oi the rider must bo given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of tho horse, with tho weight to bo 
carried at the race is sudicicrit. 


In purses and stakeB, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to cuter und stait or tho race 
may be declared oil' by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running rueos, except 
handicaps, und where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, \Vill be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September Istshal 
carry ilve pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing Hie jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, tho particular 
horse they urc to start must be named by 8 
i>. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing race* 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting end Pacing purses divided at 


the rate of 60, 30 an J 10 per cent. 


AH Trotting and Pacing races ar" the best 
three in live, unless otherwise sjiocined; flve 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold u 
less number than live to ill!, by the with- 
drawal of ri proportionate amount of th« 
inirse, which shall be divided pro rut u. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in live races horses r.ot winning one 
heat in three must go to tho stable. 


The Board ree-orves the right to trot hcatu 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day'» racing, or to trot a special 
race between hcatx. 


When less thun tho required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided a« follows 
50% to the first mud W/3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 


morn thuii one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
Fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditionii, accept* the decision of the 
Hoard of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


Notional Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Sorse Association rules to govern all running 
raceH where they do not conflict with the*e 
conditions.
